Reasons For Asking Increased Wages, 
Redaction of Honrs and Change 
in Weighing System. 


Disappearance of Important Crown Wit¬ 
nesses -Series of Assaults 
—Man Arrested. 


Priaeaer Made Statement to Coart Do- 
scrihing Whole Affair—His 
Counsel's Address. 


(Associated Tresa.) 

Haxelton, Pa., Nov. 4.—The statement 
of the anthracite mine workers’ case, 
which was filed with the strike commis¬ 
sion ou Sunday night, was made public 
today. Copies of the statement have 
l»een furnished to the operators, who will 
»eply In three or four days. The miners' 
statement in full follows: 

To the Anthracite Coal Commission: 

The mine workers make of the oper¬ 
ators the following demands, which were 
formulated by the Rbatuokin convention 
held March 1st to 24th, and for the en¬ 
forcement of which the strike was in¬ 
augurated. 

First—An increase of 20 per cent, upon 
the prices paid during the year 1901 to 
employees performing coutract or pieeo 
work. This demand is made on account 
of the following reasons: 

1. The present rate of wages is much 
lower than the rate of wages paid in the 
bituminous coal fields for substantially 
similar work. 

2. The present rate of wages is lower 
than is paid In other occupations requir¬ 
ing equal skill and training. 

3. The average annual earnings in the 
anthracite cool /fields are much<less than 
the average annual earnings in the 
bitunrin.tPs coal fields for substantially 
similar work. 

4. The average annual earnings in the 
aqthracite fields are much less than the 
average nnuual earnings for occupations 
requiring equal skill and training. 

ft. The rate of wages in the anthracite 
coal fields is insufficient to compensate 
the mine workers, in view of the danger¬ 
ous character of the occupation in rela¬ 
tion to accidents, the liability to serious 
and permanent disease, the high death 
rate and the short average life incidental 
to this employment. 

6. The annual earnings of the mine 
workers are insufficient to maintain the 
American standard of living. 

7. The increascl cost of living has

Third—The inauguration of a system 
by which coal shall be weighed and paid 
for by weight, wherever practicable; the 
minimum rate per ton to be (JO cents of 
a legal ton of 2,240 pounds; the differen¬ 
tials now existing at the various mines 
to be maintained. This demand is made 
on account of the following reasons: 

X. Measurement by the legal ton 
wherever practicable is the only honest 
and Just system of measuring the earn¬ 
ings of mine workers. 

2. When the operators sell or trans¬ 
port coal is on the basis of a legal ton 
of'2,240 pounds. 

3. The excessive ton was originally in¬ 
tended to compensate the other for the 
weight of tho abaII sixes of coni which 
were then discarded, but which are now 
utlillscd and sold, and therefore there 
is no present necessity for the nse of any 
other than the legal ton.

ANOTHER BUSY DAY. 

Coal Strike Commission Visited a Num¬ 
ber of Mines and Interviewed 
Miners. 

Haselton, Pa., Nov. 3.-The anthracite 
strike commission spent the entire day 
in the Lehigh valley region, visiting one 
mine and several mining village*. While 
most of the commissioners were looking 
over the territory. Recorder Wright was 
kept busy on the train in attending to 
the correspondence of the commission. 
Among other matters he disponed of waa 
the sending of a copy of Mr. Mitchell’s 
statement of the miners' case. Under 
the agreement made before the com¬ 
mission at Washington, the operators 
will make a reply in three or fonr days. 

The trip of the commission through 
this region was an interesting one, the 
conditions of miuing being somewhat dif¬ 
ferent from these existing in the Imckn- 
waunn & Wyoming valley. The com¬ 
mission's first step of the day was at 
Upper Lehigh. While In this place the 
arbitrators visited one of the homes of 
the miners, the first they have been ip 
since they have been touring the region. 
Drifton was the next place visited. All 
the miner* employed at these mines are 
still oo strike because the company In¬ 
sists upon the men returning to work 
as individuals, and not in ft body. At 
Jeddow, John Markle, the Independent 
operator, joined the party and escorted 
the commissioners to the mining village 
of Oakdale, near Jeddow. Mr. Markle 
showed them the clnb house, which he 
maintains there for the benefit of the 
mon. On the run into Haselton. where 
the breakers of number 40 shaft waa 
inspected, Messrs. Markle, Duffy and 
Gallagher had a spirited discussion over 
the difficulties existing at the Markle 
mine. None of the men at the Markle col¬ 
lieries have returned for the same rea¬ 
sons as those which are keeping the men 
ont of Doxe mines. Mr. Markle told 
them he was running the Markle com¬ 
pany, and would maintain discipline. Tbs 
commissioners were lowered Into the 
workings SCO feet below, through a 
1,100-foot slope. While under ground 
many questions were asked of miners 
who worked by the commissioners.

THE MEETING OF PREMIERS. 

Official Report of Proceedings Has Been 
Issued- Preferential Trade. 

London* Nor. 8.—-The blue book of the 
colonial conference does not add much 
to what la already known. The resolu¬ 
tion on the subject of preferential trade 
is one of the moat interesting parts of 
the report. In that resolution the con¬ 
ference recognises that preferential trade 
between the United Kingdom and the 
colonies would stimulate and facilitate 
commerce, and strengthen the Empire, 
but It preaenta that owing to circum¬ 
stances in the colonies it would not be 
practicable to adopt n general system 
of free trade: that with a view, how¬ 
ever, to promoting an increase of trade 
within the Empire, it is desirable that 
colonies which have not already adopted 
such a policy should as far as their cir¬ 
cumstances permit give substantial pre¬ 
ferential treatment to the products and 
manufactures of the United Kingdom/ 
Four premiers urge an Imperial grant 
to colonial products and manufacture#, 
giving preferential treatment to the 
United Kingdom by exemption from or 
reduction of duties. 

Five members present at the confer¬ 
ence undertake to submit to their re¬ 
spective governments at tho earliest op¬ 
portunity a request that such measures 
be taken as may be necessary to give 
effect to the principle of this resolution. 

A memorandum from the president of 
the board of trade shows that the ijre- 
miers wt+e prepared to recommend pre¬ 
ferential treatment on British goods as 
follows; Canada, the existing prefer¬ 
ence of 83 1-3 per cent., and an addi¬ 
tional preference on selected articles by 
reducing duties in fsvor of the United 
Kingdom, raising duties on foreign Im¬ 
ports and placing duties on certain for¬ 
eign impoits now free. New Zealand 
10 per cent, all round, a reduction on 
' the present duties on British goods. 

| Cape Colony arid Natal. 25 per cent, pre¬ 
ference on British goods; Australia waa 
not in a position to define the extant of 
the preference to be given. 

Another resolution emphasises thtyfle- 
sirahility of considering the refusal of 
the privileges of the coasting trade, in- 
; eluding trade between the United King- 
d( m and the colonic*, and between the 
colonies to countries wherein correspond¬ 
ing 'traJo is carried in ship# of their own 
.cat tonality. 

The conference also adopted resolu¬ 
tions advocating the use of the metric 
system. The reservation by the govern¬ 
ment in future agreement*, of the right 
to purchase cables and the insertion in 
new shipping agreements of a provision 
to prevent excessive freight charge# or 
rny preference In favor of foreigners. 

SEVERAL LIVES L08T 

By the Alnking of the Sfuinish Steamer 
Enero. 

London, No*. 2.—The British steam¬ 
er St Regulus; Capt. McMullen, from 
Shields for Alexandria, has put In at 
Gravesend. She reports having coll'd**! 
with and sunk the Spanish steamer 
Enero, Capt. Delgado, from Huelva, 
Spain, Octolmr 22nd. With the exception 
of three members the crew of the Enero 
were drowned. The accident occurred 
iFridny night, offl Dungeuess. 

The cnptaln of the St. Regains says 
that when his vessel struck the Erero 
he gave the order for fnll speed ahead, 
with the Idea of keeping the two vessels 
locked together and thus enabling ibe 
crew of the Spanish ship to board the 
St. Regains, but either they were too 
greatly alarmed to do so. or they failed 
to understand his purpose, and instead 
of climbing on board the British ship 
they tried to lower a boat, with the re¬ 
sult that a number were thrown Into the 
sea and drowned. 

The Enero sank In a few minut'W. The 
explosion of her'.boilers probably klltod 
many of her crew. The St. Regain* 
was badly damaged, a large hole bolng 
stove In her stem. 

The Enero was an iron steamer of 
1.322 tons net register. She was ?92 
feet long and was built In 1898 at Now- 
eastle-on-Tync. The Enero was own'd 
bv the Onmpagnia Billmnla de Nariga- 
cion, of Bilbao. 

The auxiliary screw steadier 8cotlA left 
the Clyde yesterday for the Antarctic 
regions with a number of members of 
the Scottish National Antarctic Associs 
tfon, under the leadership of Wbl 5t. 
Bruce, of Edinburgh, on board. 


British papers to hand contain ac¬ 
counts of the death of La sea lie# Carr, 
the founder, and for many year* editor 
of tho Western Daily Mall, the most in¬ 
fluential Conservative journal Iu Wales. 
Mr. Carr died at Hycres, In Southern 
France, where he had been a resident 
for tome mynths. Death resulted from 
paralysis. 

Mr. Chit visited Victoria about a year 
ago, and w(ilto here was Interviewed by 
a Times representative. He Impressed 
one as being a man of much force and 
(•lability, aa one whose personality would 
be felt in any pursuit. 

A w riter In the Western Daily Mail, 
speaking of the late editor, says: 

"The daily newspaper of the principal¬ 
ity was his creation; its distinctiveness 
an emanation of his singular personal¬ 
ity. As a writer he had a style as 
clear, and argumentative as the legal 
judgment of a great jurist. It had the 
qualities and defect* of the Anglo-Saxon 
race—cliwr aa crystal, but void of the 
color and symbolism of the master of de¬ 
scription. He could make the involved 
Intelligible, the complicated simple, but 
seldom attempted to produce a word 
picture or to excite an emotion. His 
strength did not lie In writing: he never 
wrote much, and in his later years 
scarcely wrote at all for the Western 
Mail. In journalism he first graduated 
aa a sub-editor, and the Influence of that 
least obstructive, but most important, 
calling-remained with him to the end of 
life. Mr. Carr was a great editor be¬ 
es ns# ho had ideas which he applied 
with courage, because he had in an emi¬ 
nent degree the journalistic instinct to 
success, which enabled Delane to make 
tke Times powerful. He had ‘a nose for 
news,' and a gift for ganging the public 
taste. Impulsive, wayward and highly 
susceptible to the pressure applied by 
whomsoever happened to be at liia el¬ 
bow, hs cheerfully incurred odium on 
account of opinions he had never ex¬ 
pressed and which he may have even 
disapproved. But in law and in the pub¬ 
lic sight he waa responsible for every 
word that appeared In tho Western Mail, 
and with the strength of a strong man 
he accepted the situation. 

"No man ever made more persevering 
effort* to^be misunderstood. He was 
perpetually struggling to conceal the 
workings of an exceptionally kind heart. 
Ho gave to the unfortunate freely, but 
with the air of the hardened cynic, and 
1 b his kindest mood waa rough in man¬ 
ner and gruff of voice, oftentimes to 
hide hi* tears. Among his subordinates 
he inspired affection without an effort 
in that direction, and no man waa ever 
more loyally served. Hla life was one 
whole contradiction; hla life’s actions a 
continuous refutation *of hla professed 
beliefs. He was a Tory too radical 
for Institutions, whose reforming seal 
waa embarrassing to his allies. The 
animosities which he excited at a dis¬ 
tance melted away under ^he magnetism 
of personal contact. Cardiff Liberals 
fought desperately to keep him out of 
the council; when the time came for him 
to retire they exhausted every means to 
keep him there, for they had toarot to 
appreciate the shrewdness of that origi¬ 
nal mind, and hi* humor had brighten¬ 
ed municipal work. As a public speak¬ 
er ho had few equal* and no superior 
in the principality^; he had the makings 
of a genuine orator able to bend the 
masses to his will. Those whe knew him 
best might criticise him, had cause oc¬ 
casionally to do so sharply, even bitter¬ 
ly, but they could not dislike him. His 
I*‘n*oaality was too irresistible; his 
friinkness of avowal In the matter of 
defidencle# left the critics dumb. 

"In capacity he was a giant; his ver¬ 
satility prodigious. When cycling waa 
in it# infancy ho constructed a bicycle 
which wag the wonder of Cardiff until 
it collapsed and nearly killed its maker. 
He had a theory that all gun# were 
designed on the wrong principle, since 
tho straight stock ignorel the fact that 
the human arm la crooked and out of 
angle with the eye. So he made a gun 
of his own, with a Jointed stock, and 
used It, too, without disaster. He in¬ 
vented an incubator of wonderful na¬ 
ture, which might har®' revolutionised 
• he chicken Industry, but for -the acci¬ 
dent that the joy of seeing the first chick 
emerge from the shell Induced him to 
hasten to the house with the first fruits 
of his triumph, leaving the door of the 
contrivance open/ Wheu he discovered 
the rest of the eggs cold in consequence, 
tho Incubator was disintegrated with 
violence, and the hobby, like the em¬ 
bryonic chicks, suffered n fatal chill. He 
had a passion for building, and was 
never happier than when, choking with 
dust and dodging falling debris, he su¬ 
perintended some structural alteration. 
The fine building in St. Mary street re¬ 
mains as a monument to his ability as 
nn architect. One of the beet judges 
in Cardiff hold* that In the latter ca¬ 
pacity he had no superior In .the town. 
In the £ld building It was dangerous to 
mention a draught or to hint at any 
structural defect, because on the alight- 


down the walla. 

“Mr. Carr took a great interest In the 
development of the colonies, and wffft 
particularly well informed concerning tto 
work of immigration to Canada. 
Through the columns of hi# paper he did 
valuable work for the Dominion in briua- 
! ing to tho notice of West countrymen 
the oportunitles offered by Canada to 
men of energy and industry. His death 
will leave a gap in the ranks of British 
journalists not easily filled.” 

ALMOST WIPED OUT. 

Destructive Fire li^the Town of St. 
Pierre. 

St Johns. Nfld., Nov. 2.—The town cf 
St. Pierre, on the French islands, has 
been devastated by fire. A destructive 
conflagration started last night and 
swept the main portion of the towu. 
The governor's ho’i*?, the government 
biddings, tbs court house, the building 
occupied by the ministry of marine, the 
Homan Cfetholic cathedral, the Presby¬ 
terian church, the schools and a num¬ 
ber of other buildings were destroyed. 
It was not learned how the fire origin¬ 
ated. The financial loss will probably 
reach half a million dollars. There via 
no loss of life or aerlouv accident.

N. Y., held an inquest the other day ou 
the body of John Volkman, a barber, 
who waa accidentally shot and killed on 
the stage of Thespian Hall,” by Chas. 
Meinel, of a company which has been 
giving a two-weeks' show in connection 
with the sales of a medicine. One of the 
star features of th® show waa Meinel's 
feat of shooting an apple from the head 
of any person who would volunteer. 

Volkman had offered to allow the 
apple to be placed on hla head. When 
the apple was placed on hto head Meinel 
began shooting at a distance of about 
twenty feet. The first two shot# mi seed, 
but the third struck Volkman in the fore¬ 
head. He died within an hour. Meinel 
was arrested and held for a hearing o& 
a charge of manslaughter. 

Volkman waa 18 years of age. and 
has a father and mother, who liv® in 
Germany. Hla grandmother live# in 
Bnffalo, N. Y., where, it is said, he has 
other relatives, and where be lived at 
on* time.

J 
1 find in order to keep traffic open as long 
na .poHtdble during coo struct Ion, It will b« 
necessary to change the car track and 
wires to the south side of the bridge, and 
while this Is being done by the Tramway 
Company. 1 would recommend a new cover 
be laid, the present one being almost In s 
dangerous condition. If this suggestion be 
adopted, the obstruction to traffic will be 
greatly overcome daring the whole period 
of tbo undertaking. Estimated coat for 
plank flooring, 9800. 

Referred to the streets, bridges and 
sewers committee. 

City Solicitor Bradburn in reporting on 
the claim of Wm. Dee, who was injured 
through a fall from a bicycle running 
Into a hole on the street, stated that he 
was of the opinion that the council was 
not liable, but thought some slight com¬ 
pensation might be made as the claim 
was very moderate. . 

Aid. Vincent suggested that $25 be 
gi*»n in settlement of the claim, but 
Aid. Barnard objected to setting a pre¬ 
cedent of this kind. If the city was not 
liable tbe claim should not be poid. The 
report was finally referred to the finance 
committee for report. 

Markot Superintendent Johnston re¬

This by-law assumes a power under tbe 
local Improvement clauses of tbd Municipal 
Act, 1802, to make a few property owners 
pay for the land expropriated by the city 
in extending Broad street frotn Pandora 
to Gormorant. With all deference. It seems 
clear that thefe la nothing In the Muni¬ 
cipal Act* 1802, under wnlch the by-law Is 
frumed, to warrant any anch construction 
beiug placed on any of its provisions.

A Deputation From tbe Voters’ League 
Waits Upon the Minister of 
Agriculture. 


A deputation consisting of A. L. 
Belyea. C. H. Lugrin and F. Laughton, ‘ 
representing tbo Voters’ League, wait- I 
ed upon Hon. J. • D. Prentice yester¬ 
day afternoon for the purpose of urg- j 
ing upon the government the desirability ■ 
of adopting some schemo by which set¬ 
tlers from Eastern Canada, Manitoba 
nnd the Territories, and nlfo foreign | 
countries, could l>e induced to settle in 
British Columbia. Tbe deputation 
urged that the necessary information | 
with respect to arable lands should be 
prepared in a concise form for dlstribu* . 
lion. 

Hon. J. D. Prentice pointed oat the 
difficulties which stood in the way of 
collecting the information for such 
pamphlets as they described ou account, 
of the orable portions being broken by i 
mountains. To prepare surveys and 
maps would therefore be an expensive 
undertaking. 

There had been drafted an act which 
had not been reached last session, which 
the government thought would do much 
with respect to this matter. This act 
provided for a land commission whose 
doty it would be to seek the most avaii- 
oble tracts of Tnnd convenient to rail¬ 
ways and centres of population. These 
lands It was proposed to subdivide into 
lot* of from 10 to 160 acres, which 
would bo sold to actual settlers whose 
payments would extend over a number 
of years. To raise the necessary funds 
for tlie survey, purchase and adminis¬ 
tration of these lands, the government 
proposes to issue 4 per cent, land bonds, 
payable in 25 years, which would pro¬ 
vide for the repayment of all the ex¬ 
penditure without the province losing a 
dollar in the tranaaction. x

At last evening’s 
meeting of tha city council tenders for 
the structure were opened. A number 
were very close but tbe local compuny 
underbid all rivals by a good margin. 
-Could they have dealt promptly with the 
•old.country firm from which they obtain 
their material, Mr. Spratt* one of the 
managers, after the meeting said that 
they could have placed the tender at a 
much lower figure. They could have re¬ 
duced the amount probably $ 12 , 000 . 
But the iron and steel market fluctuates 
so quickly that a week or two has made 
-« vast difference in the quotations offered. 

After all the tenders had been read by 
the Mayor they were referred to the city 
engineer for report at an early date.

A MILLIONAIRE BRAKEMAN. 


Made a Fortune In Texas—His Interview 
With Railroad President.

The printing offices of the city j 
can easily do all the printing required in 
Victoria, and do it as well and as cheaply 
an those of any city in Canada. The 
newspapers can do twice the amount of 
advertising they are now doing, and do 
it thoroughly, completely, and the jewel¬ 
ers and dry goods men can supply all the 
demauds in those lines. All ths photo* 
engravings required in British Columbia 
can be made in Victoria (the British Col¬ 
umbia government get many in Chicago) 
of first class quality and at reasonable 
prices. 

Still We hardly think the Vancouver 
merchants should begin a boycott be¬ 
cause the newspapers there havo accept¬ 
ed some advertisements from a mail¬ 
order house; st least before doing so 
they should inquire very closely ip to their 
own relstions with the press, and find out 
to what extent they fall short of giving 
it that measure of support which U will 
hare a right to demand if limited in 
future In its field for business. 8uch an 
investigation might also have a splendid 
educational effect in the good city of 
Victoria.

TUB RU8SIAN AUTOCRACY. 

The Ignorance ef the peasantry is due 
to the lack of' poblic schools and libra¬ 
ries. Both schools abd libraries are un¬ 
der the absolute control of the govern¬ 
ment. The deuse igwarance of two gen¬ 
erations of freedinen, therefore, justifies 
the inference, taking a charitable view, 
that the government is incapable of edu¬ 
cating the people. This is the indict¬ 
ment of enlightened public opinion in 
Russia against autocracy. 

In truth, if one looks below the sur¬ 
face of things,!lthasian “autocracy" is a 
mere fiction. There have been two true 
autocrats only on the Russian throne. 
The first wss th<? founder of ths system, 
Peter the Gnat, a man of genius, a 
revolutionary dictator, a usurper from the 
legitimstist standpoint. The other Was 
Paul I., whose acts were prompted by 
the whims of an insane mind. A Czar 
who is neither a genius like Peter—and 
The 1 such do not frequently sit anywhere on 
au hereditary throne—nor a madman like 
Pan! is as inoqh responsible for his 
ukases as an American judge for an 
ex parte order bearing his signature^ 
The Czar, like- ths heed of any other 
executive, can act only upon the recom¬ 
mendations of bis department chiefs, 
who, in their torn, base their recommen¬ 
dations upon the reports of their subor¬ 
dinates end so on, down to the bottom 
of the administration ladder. With ths 
censored press, ‘the Czar’s information 
of current affairs Is sifted through an 
administrative sieve. Boms meagre bits 
of knowledge of abuses could bo gather¬ 
ed from “underground’’ publications, and 


eighteen years of power*-^he Conserva¬ 
tives established precedents for all sorts 
of irregular practices. They found a 
pretext for appealing to the country 
tvhouerer they had the constituencies 
aiyl ths voters’ lists fixed or when 
they believed the existing circumstances 
were more favorable to their cause than 
the future wss likely to be.

POINT ELLICE BRIDGE. 


The City Council is to be congratu¬ 
lated on the results of its second call 
for tenders for the construction of 
Point Ellice bridge. The path of duty 
is plsiu enough, with the tender of the 
local company not only relatively, but 
actually—so far as it is pos¬ 
sible for one who is not an expert to 
judge—lower than any of the other com¬ 
petitors. If tlio result had been dif¬ 
ferent, if the opening of the tenders 
had shown the Victoria Machinery Depot 
to b« a trifle higher in its bids than 
the other tenderers, the aldermen might 
have been plucod in a quandary between 
their desire to dee I fairly with the out¬ 
side firms which had gone to the trou¬ 
ble and expense of preparing estimates 
In the expectation that the various ten¬ 
ders would be dealt with on their 
merits and the not unreasonable inclina¬ 
tion to awnrd the contract to the com¬ 
pany with a local habitation, employing 
local workmen, paying local taxation 
ami in the course of whose operations 
the greatest percentage of the cost of 
the ttrvctur* would be distributed 
among local concerns. If it had been 
necessary to grant s substantial prefer¬ 
ence to the Victoria Machinery Depot 
in awarding the contract, we think the 
Council would have b^en justified in do¬ 
ing so. We believe public opinion would 
have endorsed their action In so doing. 

We confess we are not greatly sur¬ 
prised st the result of the competition. 
The various iron foundries and ship¬ 
building yards in Victoria have been 
exhibiting such enterprise of lste that 
the success of the local company, to those 
who have been following recent develop¬ 
ments, was anticipated. Institutions 
which can compete with the most com¬ 
plete establishments in this part of the 
world in the building and repairing of 
ships should have noting to for from 
competitors iu the construction of steel 
bridges in British Columbia. From many 
points of view the outcome is extremely 
gratifying. A large number of work¬ 
men will find employment for a con¬ 
siderable length of tlnxx An expeifoce 
will be gained which will be useful in 
the future in a special line of business 
which is probably the chief bulwark and 
stay of \ ictoria. We believe there is no 
industry in our city that sustains such 
a large number of well-paid workmen 
as the iioh works and shipyards. If ex¬ 
perience will enable these works to com- j 
pete successfully for the erection of the j

The Vancouver papers are discussing. 
In a somewhat animated way, their 
respective claims upon the local advertis¬ 
ing public for having declined orders for 
advertising from Eastern “mail order” 
business houses. Toronto merchants, es¬ 
pecially in the jewellery and dry goods 
line, who do a mail-order business . oc- 
caeiopjvUn i^n$ to the ne.TW&V, **• 
ebuntrf httfiefive advertise m ot s o i their 
catalogues, which they wilt lend free*to 
ffiOJ one writing for the®. In this way 
They reach the buying public do a 
very large business. The departmental 
Amerce of Toronto and Montreal cultivate 
this plan extensively. Local advertisers 
in Vancouver, whoso business is more or 
lags interfered with by the mail-order 
trade received by the Eastern houses, 
bare protested against the continuance 
of this class of advertisements in the 
local newspapers, and have even gone so 
far as to threaten to withdraw their ad¬ 
vertising if their demand is not acceded 
to. In Victoria the same question has 
been discussed by local business nlcn and 
the city newspapers, bat .there has been 
w# talk of boycotting or coercion by 
oitker. 

We will not now discuss the merits of 
the mail-order sygteit or its effect upon 
trade generally or upon local fompatftion 
particularly. That effect may to good 
or bad, or partly good and partly bad. 
We need hardly stop to enquiry Into that 
for the purpose we have in view—which 
la to ask local advertisers to look care- 
fuHy into both sides of the question, and 
fairly estimate the relative obligations— 
frst, of the local press to the puhife at 
large ns well aa to the advertisers af¬ 
fected. and second, of the advertising 
public to the press. We suppose It will 
be admitted that If after mature con¬ 
sideration it is found that the news- 
papers, in the interests of local business 
men, should decline the advertisug re¬ 
ferred to, the business men affected 
chonld confine their expenditure for ad¬ 
vertising to the newspapers. The rule 
would be a poor one if it could not be 
applied to both alike. Now. It seems to 
os tliat the business men of both cities 
nre too prune to patronise every fake ad¬ 
vertising scheme that is

The beads of the Pygmies were of the 
bracuycepaallc order. The ul*ui cranial 
Index of the skulls of eight adult males 
was elghty-one degrees.

(■bln unusually receding. The hair was of 
a lighter color—almost a shade of brown— 
and was kinky and woolly. The hands and 
[ feet of the Pygmies were small and well 
shaped, the bands In particular belug deli¬ 
cately formed. • In proportion to their alts 
the strength of the Pygmies far exceeded 
that of all the other Africans. Their 
powers of endurance cm the march or lu 
thq chase were phenomenal. Fifty miles a 
day was au ordinary march for them and 
they were almost as much at home in ths 
•trees as the monkeys themselves. The 
senses of the Pygmies were unusually 
sente. At quite a distance they could dis¬ 
tinguish the chameleon from ths foliage 
in which It was hidden, although the color 
of the little animal coincided with that 
of Its hiding place. Much of their quarry 
was discovered through the powers of the 
nose, and It Is no exaggeration to say that 
the Pygmy'S sense of smell was as keen

It is¬ 
sued an order directing that tho entire 
Population should submit to inoculation 
against the disease at the hands of the 
sanitary officers, but at the same time it 
was feared that the natives, with their 
usual antipathy to anything partaking 
of the nature of sanitary precautions, 
would bitterly oppose compliance with 
the order. Much to the surprise of the 
authorities, however, no opposition is be¬ 
ing offered, and the work of inoculation, 
which is a tremendous task, is progress¬ 
ing satisfactorily. As instancing the wil¬ 
lingness of*’the inhabitants to undergo 
the operation, several native regiments 
have presented themselves in bodies fqr 
the treatment.

The highest tem¬ 
perature reached was 2Ji50 degrees Fah¬ 
renheit. After the teat it was found that 
In each case the doors had resisted the 
fire. It ia Interesting to note, however, 
that in the case of the second door, prac¬ 
tically all the wood insido was burned 
off, leaving the outer layer of nrallte un¬ 
injured by the severe heat. The fire was 
horning for an hour. 

In the hut was fixed a deed box made 
of uralite and wood, and In the box were 
placed some paper®, n book, and a cru¬ 
cible containing paraffin wax. be¬ 

fog subjected to ap external heat 6f 2.030 
degree® Fahrenheit, the paper® and book 
were not In the slightest degree charred. 
The wood nearest the fire was charred 
right through, but the middle layer of 
nrallte waa ®oun<) and tho paraffin wax 
had not melted. ,i The platform waa 12 
feet long and 0 feet wide; It waa built 
of wood, hat one-half was covered with 
nrallte. After the fire had burned un¬ 
derneath It nnd had reached 2.270 de¬ 
gree® Fahrenheit the unprotected por¬ 
tion waa completely destroyed, but that 
covered with uralite was whole and 
strong enongh to stand the weight of a 
man. In addition to ita being fire reaist* 
!ng, the com pang claim that uralite is 
not affected by oqJd or acid, and thns it 
may be aaid to have distinct advantage® 
over corrugated iron. It la supplied for 
roofing®, ceilings, floors, nnd Partitions, 
and can be veneered, varnished, and 
worked with carpenters’ tools like ordin¬ 
ary timber.—London Times.
